The fire flashed up so quickly th at Mr. 
Groub had difficulty in escaping, but 
fortunately succeeded in getting o t 
from under the machine without being 
injured, except a slight burn on his 
right hand. 


The automobile was a White Steam- 
t r model and 
was valued at nearly 
iv2,900. I he machine was recently' over­ 
hauled and improved, having been dam­ 
aged in the accident at Ft. Hither last 
fall, in which Mrs. Th co. Groub and 
Mis, John Gftoub were quite seriously 
injured. 
I he policy tor the insurance 
on the car expired several months ago, 
and as it had not been renewed, the 
damage to the machine will be a total 
loss. 
The body of the machine was 
practically ruined beyond repair, but it 
is believed th at the engine was not in­ 
jured. 


As there were several tanks of gaso­ 
line and oil on the car and in the garage, 
the fire was vely dangerous, as it was 
impossible to know when the tanks 
would explode. 
Several of the tanks, 
however, which were well protected, 
were taken from the building before 
they exploded. 
The main tank on the 
machine, and a small reservoir for the 
pilot light exploded but no damage was 
done, except to injure the machine. 
The department made a quick run 
and hail a stream of water on the build­ 
ing a few minutes after the alanin was 
sounded. 
As soon as the firemen reach­ 
ed the garage the machine was taken 
from the building, but it was too late 
to save it. 
The garage was damaged to the ex ' 
tent of several hundred dollars, but was I 
insured.

Speaker’s Open Declaration T hat They 


Are Too Cowardly to Force the Issue 


Has Stirred the Insurgent Members 


to a Declaration of W a r — Parlia­ 


mentary Secretary Hinds Says He Is 


Not a Receptive Candidate For Job. 


W ashington, April 13. — The house 
will have an opportunity before it ad­ 
journs to vote on a resolution declar­ 
ing the chair of the speaker vacant, ac­ 
cording to an agreem ent just entered 
into between the insurgent Republi­ 
cans and the Democrats. 
The In­ 
surgents, angered b> the repeated dec­ 
larations of Speaker Cannon that they 
are “too cowardly’* to vote to depose 
the speaker, have determ ined to knock 
the chip off the shoulder of the Dan­ 
ville warrior. 
There have been conferences be­ 
tween insurgents and Democrats, with 
th e result that the authoritative an­ 
nouncement has been m ade that the 
m em bers of the m inoritj party will 
stand solidly behind a resolution to 
depose. 
On 
the other hand, a ssu r­ 
ances have been given by the insur­ 
gents that a canvass of their side dis­ 
closes that a sufficient num ber of Re­ 
publicans will join with the Democrats 
In voting to oust Mr. Cannon. 
Regu­ 
lar Republicans have been advised of 
th e condition of the insurgents and 
Democrats in opposition to Speaker 
Cannon, and they are alarm ed over 
th e situation. 
Speaker Cannon ap* 
jiears to be satisfied with it. but his 
desire to be sacrificed does not meet 
the approval of his supporters. 
The insurgents will not precipitate 
th e Issue at this time. 
T he plan is to 
get all of the Taft legislation out of 
the way and bring In a resolution to 
depose the speaker before an adjourn­ 
m ent resolution is offered. 
The plan 
to oust Mr. Cannon has reached the 
point where the insurgents are looking 
about for a candidate to succeed Mr. 
Cannon in the chair. 
Some of them 
announce a purpose to vole for Asher 
Hinds, the parliamentary clerk of the 
house. 
Mr. Hinds has announced that 
if the speaker is deposed he will resign 
his office, and that anyone who brings 
his nam e into the speakership contest 
must do so w ithout authority. 
The 
Democrats will not vote for a Repub- 
! Bean for speaker. 
Their votes in the 
event of Mr, Cannon being deposed 
will be ea-M for Champ (’lark of Mis- 
I sou rf, the minority leader. 
If the in­ 
surgents adhere to their determ ination 
to vote with the Democrats to oust 
Cannon, the prediction is made that 
the house will be deadlocked for many 
weeks. 
It will be impossible for the 
insurgents and the Democrats to get 
together on a candidate, and it may be 
difficult 
for the insurgents and the 
regulars to agree to a compromise. 
Some Republicans are figuring on the 
probability of the house adjourning 
without electing a speaker.

In his statem ent Mr. Bicknell denies 
having informed the president of the 
statem ent attributed to Senator B ever­ 
idge, but he does not deny that he had 
heard of such a statem ent.

he says in a signed editorial; 
-T he allegation that I either direct­ 
ly or indirectly sent word to P resident 
Taft 
or anyone else regarding any

BUILD UP CANADA 


Startling Figures Presented By 


Immigration Commissioner. 


W ashington, 
\pril 
13. — Between 
March 31, 1909, and March I, 1910, 
more than 12,000 American citizens, 
with from $1,000 to $5,000 each, prac­ 
tically all farm ers and the heads of 
families, expatriated them selves. They 
went from all portions of the I nited 
States, but particularly from the mid­ 
dle west, to take up governm ent hom e­ 
steads In Canada. 
The full num ber 
of persons who went from the I nited 
States 
to C anada in this period was 
95,370. 
T hese figures were compiled as the 
result of an investigation which has 
just been completed by Commissioner 
General of Im migration Keefe.

taken from this country by the 95,870 
persons who left this country to make

I, 1910, the sum of $95,371,000 was 
taken into Canada.

Tragedy Has Been Accentuated and 


F urther Trouble Is Feared— Gover­ 


nor Patterson Has Been Made the 


Object of Personal Denunciation. 


Nashville, Tenth, April 14.—Gover­ 
nor Patterson signed a pardon which 
made Colonel Duncan Cooper a free 
citizen within an hour after the state 
supreme court had affirmed the sen­ 
tence of twenty years in the peniten­ 
tiary Imposed upon Cooper for the 
murder of ex-Fnited States Senator 
Carmack. The court reversed the deci 
sion sentencing Robin Cooper. Colonel 
Cooper’s son, to a term of twenty years 
in the penitentiary and remanded the 
case for a new’ trial. 
However, it is 
believed that in view’ of the fact that 
the father has been pardoned. Robin 
never will go to trial again. 
In par­ 
doning Colonel Cooper, the governor 
said: 
“In my opinion neither of the 
defendants is guilty and they have not 
had a fair and impartial trial, but were 
convicted contrary to the law and the 
evidence.” 
Duncan Cooper’s sentence 
was affirmed by a vote of three to two 
and Robin’s reversed by the same 
vote. 
The court was badly divided at 
first. 
The chief justice wrote the 
opinion, holding that the evidence did 
not support the verdict. 
In this opin­ 
ion Justice Bell joined him, and Jus­ 
tices Shields. Neil and McAllister dis­ 
sented. Justice Shields then drew the 
majority opinion, affirming the lower 
court as to both defendants, but Jus­ 
tice McAllister dissented as to Robin 
Cooper and joined Justice Beard for a 
reversal of his case.
